the court of appeals and it fulfilled this 
task by unanimously naaning Joshua 
W. Hering and J. F. Turner to succeed 
themselves in the places mentioned. 


This action, however, was a foregone 


conclusion, and the real business of 
the convention was the formulation 
and adoption of a platform upon which 
the Democrats could go before the peo- 
ple of the state with a reasonable show 
of winning. 
The combined sagacity of 


all the Democratic leaders In the state

Politics gets Its charm from 
the leaderships it offers and the ap- 
plause It promises to the successful.

But our 
question is this: -Is there a new ave- 
nue to fame?" We believe there IB. 


It seems to us that a new avenue to 


fame has opened in the department of 
labor. Of course the ranks and the 
cause of labor have always presented 
opportunities for promotion and the 
glory that results from success, but 
recently the 
opportunity 
seems to 


have enlarged and to have taken on a 
new aspect. The field of labor today 
offers more than common prizes for 
successful leadership. And let it be at 
once understood that we do not mean 
a leadership like she leadership of 
Debs or the leaders!)' * of the too nu- 
merous small men in cities, districts 
or states. The Debs Quality of leader- 
ship always degenerates into a radical 
ism that is a discord in the harmony 
of the normal world of events and the 
leadership of the small man of the 
city, district or state often, far too 
often, almost always degenerates into 
a personal tyranny in which regard 
for all but self is lost. 
Labor needs 


to cultivate the power to detect this 
quality of leadership and it needs to 
develop a will to reject this leadership 
on the moment of its detection. 
For 


y ars labor has been as if astray in 
the wilds and unshepherded, ready to 
listen to a voice that promised to 
direct, following implicitly and loyal- 
ly when the voice was raised and not 
knowing or dreaming of its danger 
until it found itself in the slaughter- 
house instead 
of in the fold. 
The 


special preserves of (jhe tfemiagogue 
have been the fields of labor. 


But in Mitchell, who led the miners, 


perhaps in O'Connell who led the 
machinists, and now in Shaffer who 
is leading the steel workers we seem 
to have a new stamp of leader and 
their work seems to open a new ave- 
nue to fame. They lead for a purpose 
and to a purpose, and they lead with- 
out appealing to prejudice and with- 
out inciting to riot or disorder. 
The 


miners' strike presents the fairest page 
in the history 'of labor in America, 
and up to this moment the conduct of 
the men in conflict with the great steel 
combine defies the criticism of th 
most bilious of fault-finders. In con- 
nection •nith this point we must say 
in all fairness that the mill men have 
refrained in a remarkable degree from 
doing that which would be aggravat- 
ing to the striking "workers. 
rrhe con- 


servatism and good judgment 
that 


have so far characterized this steel 
strike exhibits and promise the good- 
will toward men that is invoked at the 
Christmas season. They stir the spec 
tator to enthusiasm because of the 
possibilities for progress with peare 
that they so beautifully demonstrate. 
They are the very flower of democracy 
the finest expression of the spirit of a 
free and self-governing people. "When 
any portion of the masses and the 
classes of a great nation can hurl 
themselves against one another, for 
money on one side and for bread and 
butter on the other, and do it with full 
regard for law and order and aJi the 
demands and 
responsibilities 
of 
a 


highly organized and delicately ad- 
justed social organism, the promise of 
safety has been transferred from rain- 
bow colors in the clouds to the con- 
duct of men in the struggle for a 
richer life. 
Great leadership as well 


as great restraint is required on both 
sides to make this possible. And to 
the side of Shaffer more credit is due 
than to the 
side of Morgan, for

Branding Stamps Ordered. Trouble 


•nil Inconvenience Feared 


Agent Envin of the board of health 


has sent to- the state cattle conftnls- 
MOJI for stamps to be used in brand- 
ing carcasses offered for sale for t°°& 
purposes, in accordance with the new 
law, which was sp'oken of in this pa- 
per a day or two ago. 


Since the publication in the Trans- 


cript there has been a good deal of 
talk about the law, and it is yet some- 
thing of a question hvhether it is ful- 
ly understood here. If Agent Erwin's 
construction of the law is correct it 
is one that will work hardship on some 
p opie, as will readily be understood. 
The law, as understood, 
prescribes 


that no carcass shall be offered for 
sale unless the animal has been offi- 
cially inspected a,t the time of slaugh- 
ter and branded 
with 
the 
official 


stamp. There is an exception in the 
case of animals belonging to farmers, 
and which have been inspected with- 
in six months, but 
these 
carcasses 


must, also be branded before they are 
offered for sale, as a protection to the 
marketman, who will be liable to a 
heavy penalty for failure to comply 
strictly with the law, and in addition 
to this the meat found without the 
brand on it will be confiscated. 


It would not be difficult to apply 


such a regulation as this t'o regular 
slaughter houses, but in the ca'se of 
farmers, who frequently dress animals 
for market, it is different, and .t seems 
as though the enforcement of the law 
must cause much expense and incon- 
venience. 
It will work badly in con 


nection with people dressing 
meat 


in 'other states for this market. There 
being no suck law in Vermont and 
New York, from which state much 
meat is brought to this city, it will 
evidently be necesary to send the 
inspector to witness their butchering 
and brand the m«at or it will not be 
salable in this market. It looks n'ow 
as if in case a. man should come into 
the city from one of these states, or 
our own state, for that matter, who in 
ignorance of the law had dressed a 
lot of lambs or calves, he would be 
unable to sell his product, now matter 
how good it might be, as inspection of 
the meat after killing will not fill 
the bill. According to the law, tSe an- 
imals must be inspected before being 
killed, and the branding mus&be done 
immediately after the slaughter. 


If this law, as it is understood, is 


to be enforced it will keep some one 
pretty busy traveling around to places 
where there is any butchering to be 
done. The law will be carefully stud- 
ied by the board 'of health before set- 
ting it in motion, but it looks now as 
if it would cause great inconvenience 
and trouble to many people.

parent. 


When Marshall 
Field was in his 


teens his father decided he 
would 


make a merchant of the boy and took 
him to Pittsfield, where he was plac- 
ed in the store of a family friend, Tho 
father returned ip Con way and' several 
months oassed before he again visit- 
ed PittsQeld to learn 
what progress 


his son was making. The keeper of 
the store received the facher of 
his 


apprentice very cordially, 
but hesi- 


tated 
for a moment when fie was 


asked, "How's the boy coming on? " 


"Hate to say it," 
was the reply, 


"but I ^uess y°u might as well take 
him 
back -iHth you. The fact is I 


don't think ^fc's cut out for a mer- 
ciiant! " 


This anecdote Is one of the 
chief 


traditions of Pittsfield, and is related 
with great relish by the 
moa whose 


recollections cover fhe period of Mr. 
Field's boyhood apprenticeship.

Berkshire .Company Builds 


Tracks in Cheshire in 


Spite of Warnings 


ORDERS ISSUED BY GILLETT 


Force of 150 Men Rush Through Half 


a Mile 01 Track, Laying Last Rails 


at 9 O'clock Last Nighf, 


Will Go to Courts 


The half 
mile of track in Cheshire 


which the Berkshire and Pittsfleld com 
pames are to be required to use to- 
gether, and which the Berkshire Com- 
pany tned to lay by stealing a march 
on the Pittsfield company some days 
ago, was successfully laid yesterday 
afternoon acd last evening. The Berk 
Bhire company made its raid on the 
town, and in spite of the warnings of 
the selectmen, succeeded by 9 o'clock 
last evening in completing the entire 
stretch. It is now up to the courts, 
where the matter will probably end, e 
the selectmen claim that the' track 
was laid in violation of the agieement 
of the town with the two companies. 


Shortly after i o'clock yesterday af- 


ternoon a force of 150 m-en with a large 
number of teams suddenly appeared 
in Cheshire, just north <of the junction 
of the Lanosboro and reservoir roads. 
AS was explained in this paper the 
other day, the agreement was that the 
Berkshire 
or 
Pittsfleld 
companies, 


whichever had laid its tracks to that 
point from the south first, should build 
the half mile of track from that point 
rfjrth to the town hall, where the U\o 
companies from the south will meet 
the Hoosac Valley road of this city 
from the north. 


The road which lays the tracks will 


»wn them, but must allow the other 
road to use them for a proper rental. 
So read the agreement. 


But the Berkshire company was ex- 


tremely anxious to secure the control 
of this stretch of track, and had work- 
ed the plan out in detail before yes- 
terday's raid was made. 


There were none of the officers of the 


road in Cheshire at the time. Select- 
man Dean \vas at once notified of the 
invasion, and with Se'ectman Farnam 
drove quickly to the place. In the 
presence of witnesses the two select- 
men warned the contractors to desist. 
The -work however, went on rapidly, 
and the selectmen retired for a con- 
ference on the matter. When they re- 
turned, the two members of the con- 
tracting firm had 
disappeared. 
It 


v.as afterwards learned that one of 
them had left the town and the other 
had gone to the hotel and remained 
out of sight in a room. 


This left no one m charge but the 


various foremen. The selectmen then 
•warned each of these to stop the -work, 
and took the names of all. But in 
sp.ite ol it, the foremen kept busily on, 
having received their instructions to 
proceed at any co&t. 


The selectmen were unable 
to do 


anything more without making: ar- 
rests, which they did not feel would 
be vise, and the force of men did 
some of the fastest street railway 
work ever seen in -Berkshire county 
By 9 o'clock last night the last rail 
was m place up to the town hall, and 
the laid had been made successful. 


The selectmen consulted their'lawyer 


ex-Mayor Hawkins of Pittsfield, 
in 


regard to the matter, both yesterday 
and today, and it is expected that the 
matter will go to the courts. 


The Berkshire company petitioned 


thestate highway commission 
for a 


layout along the line where the track 
was laid, and at yesterday's meeting 
th.s 
layout 
was 
approved. It 
is 


c'aimed that this, through s'ome tech- 
nicality of the law takes the matter 
from the hands of the selectmen of the 
town, so that the company was legal 
in its action. President Gillett of the 
road was in Boston, and it was from 
him that the orders came to go ahead 
i; ith the work, 


The section of track from the corner" 


of South Mam street to the town hall, 
ho\vever, is not included -n the lay out 
given by the state commission, and it 
is this section over which the legal 
question will probably be raised. 


The officials of the Pittsfield rom- 


pnny, who have made no attempt to 
steal a march on their opponents, but 
have 
built steadily northward, feel 


considerably agitated over the matter, 
as do the selecmen of Cheshire, and 
the affair is likely to result in oven 
more bitter feelings than before be- 
tween 
the 
Berkshire and Pittsfield, 


companies. 


The Cheshire selectmen have not yet

The regular meeting of the board of 


health v.as held last night, but

business 
was finished, the meeting 


being adjourned till tomorrow after- 
noon at 2 o'clock. 


The important things that came up 


for consideration were the new rules 
of the boatd, which weie substantially 
given m this paper last week, and the 
complaint against Elliott's rendering 
establishment near the west portal of 
the Hoosac tunnel. The board has re- 
ceived a petition f'rGm residents of the 
neighborhood, who complain that the 
business befouls tho air, and also that 
>t 
pollutes the 
biook that -flows 


through that section, and they pray 
that the nuisance may be abated. At 
the meeting last night Lawyer John 
H. Mack appeared for' the petitioners 
and Lawyer jonn £. Magenis for Mr. 
Elliott. 
There were about 
23 wit- 


nesses pie^ent, but the hearing was 
not proceeded \\ith, Lawyer Magfnis 
desiring a continuance. Ke asked for 
two weeks, but the board woulddillow 
only two days, and the hearing will be 
held tomoirow afternoon. It promises 
to be one of considerable interest. The 
petitioners claim that th« air in the 
vicinity of the plant is frequently load 
ed with stenches and fumes which are 
very disagreeable, and which they be- 
lieve to be unhealthful also, and they 
are firm in the belief that thpy 'are en- 
titled to relief. The rendering plant 
has been theie several years, and the 
defense will attempt to show that it 
has not been the cause of sickness 
and tha,t no serious trouble has come 
from it or is likely to do so. 


No changes have been made in the 


health rules, as published last week, 
but they have been put in oider for 
adoption, and it is expected this will 
be done tomorrow afternoon without 
debate. It will be recalled that under 
the new ru]es tonsumption will be re- 
garded as a contagious disease and 
will be dealt with accordingly. 
All 


cases will have to be reported to the 
board, and ksuch precautions as are 
pi escribed to prevent tjie transmission 
of the disease will have to be taken. 
The carrying on of noxious trades in 
the city will be prohibited, a new rule 
ieferring to food pioducts will be lia- 
ble to make Quite a difference with 
cheap markets, the regulations for the 
disposition of offal and gaibage will 
be more strict than before, the stable 
ordinance will be more strictly 
en- 


forced, and, to the terror of expector- 
ators, spitting on the sidewarlks and 
in othei public places is to be prohib- 
ited. This step has been under con- 
sideration for some time, and it has 
now been decided to take It. It has 
been done in sbme other places, and 
it is claimed the results are good. 
This city has a lareg corps of prolific 
expectorators, and-tf the \\falks are to 
bo kept free from the constant and 
promiscuous- sprinkling to which they 
have been subjected by the "squirters" 
it will be a decided improvement. 


In view of the matters to be acted
